In the ſpe- 
cial Caſe that lay before the Apoſtle, about eating of the 
Idol Sacrifices, they adviſe to this Effect: Let no Man 
fo ſcaudalouſiy conſult his own private Freedom, and In. 
dulgence as to have no Regard at all to the Welfare and 
Edification of weaker Brethren. To Men whoſe Abili- 
ties preſent them to the Publick Truſt and Service, 
they give this Honourable Charge: Let no Man ſordid- 
ly ſeek his own private Intereft, but every Man the Proſpe- 
rity and Glory of the Nation. Inu this Senſe the Text 
may ſeem nom a very dry, and taſtleſs Maxim; but the 
greateſt Men of former Ages had a quick and lively 
Reliſh of it: Twas the ſole Principle upon which they 
gloriouſly enterpriz'd, and rais d their everlaſting Mo- 
numents. Not to follow Inſtances too far out of my 
preſent View. ---To Men calF'd to a Condition of do- 
ing piouſly and charitably, the Words do exhort you

The Wiſdom of Providence is not ſo great a Deep, 
in diſpenſing but ſparingly to good Men, as we may 
fancy: ſince it has generally been ſeen to ſucceed much 
better in the End, with a Man who has been able to 
121 ẽ v attain 
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adttain no more than ſufficient to breed up his Family 
to good and creditable Imploy ments, than with him 
who has fortunately amaſs d Eſtate enough to ſet his 
Children above Buſineſs, and miniſter to their Idle- 
neſs, Pride, and Luxury: The Sons of the former have 
gained that, by their own Virtue and Induſtry, to their 
lſting Comfort, which thoſe of the latter have pro- 
fuſely ſpent, to their everlaſting Undoing. After all, 
if the Diligence of a good Man ſhould chance to be 
unluckily croffed and defeated, he has ſtill this inward 
Peace and Satisfaction to ſtay him up, that he has 
try'd his honeſt Endeavours ; that the Wiſdom of God 
ſees. it beſt for him to be held down to a mean and fro- 
ward Opinion of this World; and that he has the fair- 
er and larger Proſpe@, ariſing in View of his Expecta- 
tions, beyond the Grave. Such a ſettled Hope and 
Tranquillity of Conſcience, is valuable above the 
wealthieſt Poſſeſſion upon Earth, and in Reverſion it is 
Heaven.

_ 7thly, It muſt ſerve for a ſpecial Hint of Encourage- 
ment to a Charitable and Publick Spirit, that God has

fore lay in the beſt Foundation for it, that we can, be-

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And there is no other Way to provide a good Secu- 
rity, and lay up Treaſures for our ſelves in the Bank of 
Heaven, but this I am perſuading you to: God has en- 
couraged us to charge upon him there, for every Good 
and Charitable Deed we do for the Needy here; he has 
promis d to give us Credit for it, in our grand Account 3 
it ſhall be allow'd us with ample Intereſt.
